Larry Pack, who represents 
the Shriner’s Crippled 
Children’s Hospital, spoke to 
the Senate regarding the blood 
drive which concludes today. 
TJC is one of the largest col¬ 
leges from which the Shriners 
draw their blood supply, he 
said. 

Shriners operate 22 
hospitals, 19 orthopedic and 
three burn hospitals, said 
Pack. They spend $95 million 


The Board of Trustees ap¬ 
proved the appointment of 
C.C. Baker Jr. as director of 
development and college rela¬ 
tions, and made final decisions 
about the third floor of the Pir- 
tle Technology addition. 

“This is a new position that 
was created in May, but has 
never been filled,” Informa¬ 
tion Services Director Pat 
Logan said. “Part of his job is 
to receive money designated 
for all types of activities at 
TJC.” 

Logan added that Baker 
would also work in other areas 
and in “more psychological 
aspects” as well as in public 
relations. 

“Mr. Baker’s experience 
and background notably 
qualify him for this position. 
We are pleased to welcome on 
board a person of his ability 
and stature,” said TJC Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Raymond M. 
Hawkins. 

Baker was principal of John 


Tyler High School from 
1974-82 and superintendent of 
Athens Independent School 
District in 1982-83. He has a 
master of education as well as 
a BS in public school ad¬ 
ministration from Texas 
Christian University. 

The need for a director of 
development and college rela¬ 
tions was seen when the Board 
of Directors of the TJC foun¬ 
dation discussed revitalization 
plans in February of 1982, 
Logan said. 

In previous meetings the 
Board approved a second floor 
for the Pirtle Technology ad¬ 
dition, which will be on top of 
an existing floor and a parking 
lot, Logan said. 

“They had two options: the 
2,600 foot first floor and an 
1,800 foot empty shell on top 
of that, and how empty that se¬ 
cond shell should be,” Logan 
said. ■ 

The first option, which 


would have included the con¬ 
struction, plumbing, painting 
and electrical wiring, would 
cost $454,496. The second op¬ 
tion, approved by the Board, 
includes only general work 
and fire protection and will 
cost $292,000. 

The first portion of the Pir¬ 
tle addition is scheduled to be 
completed within two years, 
Logan said. 

“Technology keeps up with 
the times, and not knowing 
what programs they’ll be us¬ 
ing then, we opted to go with 
the less finished version,” 
Logan said, summing up Dean 
of Technology Richard 
Minter’s comments. 

Several Board members ex¬ 
pressed the view that because 
construction costs will be 
more expensive in 1987, the 
year the second floor will be 
completed for use, they should 
finish as much as possible 
now. 


per year and 1,400 children 
are treated at no charge.

Last fall TJC donated 247 
units of blood, reported Betty 
Hayes, Stewart Blood Center 
representative.

Belt colors progress from white to orange, 
yellow, blue, green, purple, brown which has three degrees, and then 
to black. 

The 10 degrees of black belts denote instructor quality, Richard¬ 
son said. Persons who have achieved the first through sixth degrees 
wear a black belt. Seventh and eighth degree black belts wear a red 
and white belt. The highest, ninth and tenth dregrees, wear a red belt. 
A person must be at least 30 years old to recieve a fourth degree black 
belt, he said.

Handbooks 
outline rules 

A new student handbook has 
been issued this semester. The 
handbook, entitled “91 Things 
You Should Know About 
Tyler Junior College,” con¬ 
tains information a student 
might need about student 
organizations, student ser¬ 
vices, administrative policy 
and general information about, 
the college and the people - 
employed here. 

The handbook outlines cam¬ 
pus rules and regulations, 
penalties for their violation 
and any recourse a student 
may be entitled to if he is ac¬ 
cused of a violation. 

The new county ordinance 
concerning parking in

Students are not required to at¬ 
tend regular lecture classes. 

The student is, however, re¬ 
quired to take the same final ex- 
ams the regular class takes, as 
well as complete a few major 
assignments the instuctor selects. 

The amount of time the course 
requires depends on the student. 
Most students finish one or two 
weeks before the semester ends, 
Exum said. 

Mathematics and English are 
two examples of courses offered 
in the self-paced mode. 


The recent karate competi¬ 
tion was completed with the 
successful attempt for a second 
degree black belt by Jeff Bea¬ 
ty, a Kilgore College student 
from Hallsville.

The katas 
employed the use of the bo, or 
staff, and a pair of sai, 
Okinawan pronged swords. 

Beaty also endured the 
physical abuse of his peers to 
demonstrate his mental and 
physical control. 


His sparring competition 
consisted of three one-on-one 
bouts with black belt opposi¬ 
tion and one one-on-two fight 
with brown belt competitors. 

During one competition, 
Beaty stunned Don Graham, a 
first degree black belt from 
Tyler, with a kick to the head. 

Judges for Beaty’s trial 
were: Richardson, third 
degree, TJC, Graham, first 
degree, Tyler, Mark Stinnett, 
second degree, SFA, Cissi

“I just don’t want any alcohol on campus,” said Dr. Edwin E. 
Fowler, associate vice president and dean of student affairs. 

Any student found in possession of liquor or drunk on campus will 
be subject to immediate disciplinary action. 

The disciplinary committee could either put the student on proba¬ 
tion for a specified length of time or suspend the student from school 
for one or two semesters, Fowler said. 

Alcohol is not permitted in dormitories either. Students living in 
the dormitories are required to sign a document stating they unders¬ 
tand this before they are admitted. f:f||§ll 

Any dormitory resident caught with liquor on campus will be 
brought before Fowler. It is possible for residents to be expelled from 
their dormitory. This action has been taken in the past. 

If a student thinks action taken on his case is too harsh, he can ap¬ 
peal to the disciplinary committee or to Dr. Raymond Van Cleef, vice 

president for educational and student services, said Fowler.
